States who want money: the difficulty is, of 
course, there is not money enough to go 
round.

PET DOGS. 


Tho frightful death by hydrophobia, a few 


days since, of a lady wall known in tho dra- 
matic profession, brings vividly to mind tho 
danger which lurks unthought of and un- 
heeded in many households nt thin moment. 
The chance of getting hydrophobia is per- 
haps not much greater in general than the 
chance of boing struck by lightning. 
Ac- 


cording to one authority, not more than one 
in twenty five of tlio.su who aro bitten by 
dogs arc infeot&d by this dreaded disease 
and probably not more than one in a thous- 
and i« ever bitten. 
But just as tho chanco 


of being tit ruck by lightning would bo in- 
calculably increased for a person who went 
about in a thunderstorm with n patent 
con- 


ductor rigged to bin hat, so tho chancos of 
hydrophobia aro multiplied by habitual asso- 
ciation with doys. They aro still further in- 
creased by habitual association with dogs of 
ft kind most liable to infection. 


Hydrophobia is ft disease as mysterious as 


it JH appalling. 
All tho efforts of hcionco 


Imvo dono little to elucidate its pathology, 
and still less to discover its antidote. Expe- 
rience, however, hns shown certain facts 
which it is prudent to rccogni/.d and follow. 
Malo dogn ftre attacked more frequently than 
fomalos.and mongrels oftanor than thorough- 
breds. Tho genuine Slcyo terrior, it is mud, 
never goes mad. But mongrels ought in no 
Account to ho allowed 
in tho household, 


especially whore tlioro nro 
no children. 


Their temper in usually 
unoortniu 
imd 


treacherous. Thoy snnp on any or no pro- 
vocation, And An unregarded bite may, per- 
haps, iiiHtill tho 
frtlnl 
vflnom.

Yot 
tho possibility of hydrophpbia, however 
(flight, in Krt tprrihlft. ftinl tho npiil inourr«d 
so entirely disproportionate to the pleasure 
derivable from tho companionship of any 
beast, that too much caro can hardly bo ex- 
orcised in selecting dogs for household com- 
panionship. Animals or pure breed ought 
in every cano to be preferred, and mongrels 
resolutely tabooed. 
As wo have said, the 


whole thing is a question of chances—in- 
fmitcBimal, perhaps, for people who do not 
keep dogs about them: a trifle greater for 
those who have dogs of pure breed, still 
more 
pronounced for such as surround 


themselves with "mongrels and curs of low 
degree." Parem.fi, we trust, will not bo 
slow to observe the distinction,—[New 
York Times.

each horse necessnrily used, aud forbids all 
special appropriations in the future for uii- 
itia purposes.

-ie popular idea »£ the matter, the bill under 
consideration would reduce the number of 
tha militia to a point at which the state 
conlil deal with it. 


Mr. Chickc-ring of North Providence, said 


that if anything is to be done lo decrease 
the number of tho militia, it should be done 
by a square vote, and not by beginning with 
au attempt to starve them out. It would 
not decrease the number of Hie companies, 
but only result in tho election of officers 
able and willing to pay tho expenses. The 
best plnii was to drop tho whole thing in 
its present state, aud start again on a now 
basis. 


Mr. Cooke, of Providence, said Unit the 


operation of the bill would he to cut down 
the pay of the private soldiers, and not that 
of the officers. Tho only difference between 
tlie proposed bill and the present slatuf.ea 
was in tho matter of §!."»() instead of $S per 
day. 


Mr, Miner, of Cranston, hoped that tho 


bill would be indefinitely postponed.

would restrict militia training to rich men 
who could afford to turn out without pay. 
However patriotic a man might be, if he was 
not rich this bill would • debar him from 
jictivu connection with the militia.

way they train the famous shepherd dogs li 
Southern California.

over the plains and hills there for miles 
uid see thousands of ehwp but aot A mau 
to watch them. Arouiid each flock or baui 
of say H thousaud sheep, we halfa dozen dog* 
tf A peculiar breed—dogs whose f rogemtoi 
wero imported from the sheep pastures o 
the Old World. These dogs take the eiitir 
ewe of the sheep, drive them out to pastur 
iu the morning, keep them from straying 
during the day, and briug tb.em lioiutt A 
night. These dogs hare inherited a tal«u 
for keeping sheep, 
but th* 
shepherds 


do not depend wholly 011 that. Tl: 
ontlirate in this way—so at least the 
old shepherd says:, "Whou. a lamb is born ii 
is taken away from the mother sheep be 
fore she has Beeu it, and a puppy put iu HE 
place. The sheep suckles tho puppy an 
learns to love it. 
When the puppy grows 


old enough to eat m*at it is fed in th< 
morning and sent out with the sheep. I 
stays with them because it is accustomed to 
be with its mother, but it cannot feed with 
thorn. As they got full the dogs get hungry 
At length, impatient to return where it cm 
get another piece of meat, it begins to 
tease and worry it* mother and finally starts 
her home, the other sheep follow, and thus 
the whole flock is brought in. If the do| 
brings tho sheep in too soon, or comes homi 
without them, he gets no supper or is pun 
ished in some way. Hence he soon learns 
when to come, and to see to it that none 
of his charge are left behind. These aui 
inals are trained by taking advantage o; 
their instincts and appetites."
